Rustin 
is to also determine, while in London, whether King can have a 
meeting with the British Prime Minister, Harold UTilson. 




Rustin has already been in contact with Peggy Duff, 
a resident of London, England, who is Executive Director of the 
Campaign for Nuclear Disarmament, Rustin told her that King 
will be in London on December 6 and 7, 1964, and Rustin wanted 
to know if Prime Minister Wilson would be prepared to receive 
King then. She indicated that she would check into this, Rustin 
said that it should not appear as though this was King's idea, 
stating that it was preferred that Wilson announce that be is 
Inviting King to visit him.

The Attorney General orally informed me today that h^ had been, 
considering the request he made on July 16, 1963, for a technical surveU- 
lance on Martin Luther King at his home and office and was now o£ the 
opinion that this would be ill advised. 

At the time the Attorney General initiaUy asked for such a 
surveillance, he was told there was considerable doubt that the 
productivity of the surveillance would be worth the risk because King 
travels most of the time and that there might be serious repercussions 
should it ever become known the Government had instituted this coverage. 
These were the very thoughts that the Attorney General expressed today 
in withdrawing his request 

With reference to the other technical surveillance requested
